Paving Project 
Adds 61,000 Feet 
Hard Surface Roads 



Adding a total of 61,000 feet of 
hard-surfaced roads to the cam- 
pus, the paving project begun on 
August 8 will soon be completed. 
This project, handled by W. R. 
Aldrich and Company of Baton 
Rouge, La., consists of 51,000 feet 
of concrete, 5,000 feet of blacktop, 
and 5,000 feet of bituminous black- 
top. All parking areas are hard- 
surfaced, including the one at the 
rear of the football stadium. 

The cost of the improvement, 
$60,300, was provided by earnings 
from the C. A. A. Plight Training 
School here. Twenty-five men were 
employed for the project under 
the supervision of B. G. Hyams, 
engineer, and his son of Natchi- 
toches. 



Two Staff Members of 
College Die this Week 



Two members of the adminis- 
trative staff of the college, one 
currently employed and one who 
retired in 1941, died at their 
homes here and in Alexandria this 
week. 

Samuel T. Hatcher, 59, who was 
serving as a supervisor in the din- 
ing hall and in the operation of 
the buildings on the campus, died 
of a sudden heart attack at his 
home on College Avenue Monday 
night; and W. J. Avery, 68, mem- 
ber of the faculty and head of the 
extension department here from 
1933 to 1941, died after a short 
illness in the Baptist hospital in 
Alexandria Tuesday.

Cent Increase Over Fall Term Last Year 



Enrollment records for the fall semester during the 
last three years were broken at the college here this week 
when ealy registration figures for the new session soared 
to 737. It is beleived that the enrollment will near the 800 
mark before the final period for registration falls on Oct. 1. 



Plans Under Way 
To Name Nameless 
Campus Buildings 

The faculty "Co-ordinating 
Naming Committee" is continuing 
its preliminary survey to obtain as 
many suggestions as possible for 
desirable names for the ten name- 
less buildings on the campus, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
by Professor Eugene Watson. 
Chairman. 

According to the announcement, 
every student is urged to submit 
to the committee as many sug- 
gested names as he cares to. The 
committee states that in a final 
analysis the names of buildings 
should conform to some sort of 
planned pattern which should take 
various factors into consideration 
such as Louisiana leaders, edu- 
cators, people who have made out- 
standing contributions on the 
campus, famous historical figures, 
local color, geographical names, 
etc. 

Realizing the great importance 
of significant names for the build- 
ings on the campus, the commit- 
tee stated this week that it plans 
to proceed very slowly in the nam- 
ing of structures here. 

Since last spring, the committee 
has been considering a name for 
the Library. It has been suggested 
that St. Denis be honored — he is 
internationally known, he founded 
Natchitoches, and he built his 
home on the site of the present 
campus. The committee asked this 
week that students give their re- 
actions to this suggestion. 



The most striking increase in 
the enrollment this session is in 
the freshman class which has 412 
students, the largest group to reg- 
ister during a fall semester at the 
college since 1940, when 543 first- 
year students matriculated. 

With the exception of 1942, 
the year following the outbreak 
of World War n, the enrollment 
of all civilian students this ses- 
sion represents the largest of 
war years, and gives the college 
an increase of more than 27 per 
cent over that of the fall semes- 
ter of 1944. In 1941 the total en- 
rollment of regular students was 
1190, in 1942 it stood at 918, in 
1943 it fell to 574, and last year 
it was 576. 
The freshman class enrollment 
hit its wartime low in 1943 when 
only 212 first-year students were 
registered for the fall semester. 
In 1941 the freshman class totaled 
383, in 1942 it dwindled to 277, 
and last year 246 beginners reg- 
istered. 

Another feature of the enroll- 
ment at the college this semester 
is the increase in the number of 
men students, which also breaks 
a three-year record. According 
to the registrar's office, 170 men 
are enrolled this semester 
against 116 a year ago or an 
increase of more than 46 per 
cent. 

The registration of civilian men 
students during wartime struck 
bottom in 1943 when only 96 males 
registered for the fall semester. 
Comparison of the number of men 
and women enrolled over the last 
five-year period is as follows: 1941, 
392 men, 798 women; 1942, 245

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Reigning Over Rush Season Activities 



The beginning of school this fall marks the embarka- 
tion upon Northwestern State's peacetime era. Prospects 
are bright for the fulfillment of many dreams that have 
been shaped in the minds of students and others connected 
with the college during four years of wartime school. 

During the years since Pearl Harbor life here "on 
the hill" has been greatly altered from what it was in pre- 
war times. The first big blow was the greatly lowered en- 
rollment of men students. Next came other strikes — neces- 
sary limitations forced by the turmoil of a country at war. 
College trips were curtailed, varsity debating was disband- 
ed, college broadcasts were banished, several clubs were 
made inactive, a lack of eligible material made a 1943-44 
football team impossible, and materials for a 1944 Pot- 
pourri were unobtainable. As a result of all these deletions 
from the scene, school spirit — that indefinable thing which 
makes a college campus a thing distinct unto itself — ran 
low and at times seemed to be completely lacking. 

The end of hostilities with Japan came not yet a 
month ago, but already we here at Northwestern State find 
ourselves climbing to a peacetime level of college life. En- 
rollment records for this fall show a higher number of 
students registered at the college than at any other time 
during the past three years. There's a 46 per cent increase 
in the number of men students. Federal travel restrictions 
have been lifted ; pospects are good for a winning Demon 
football team; the increased enrollment will bring to life 
inactive organizations; we've been given a new lease on 
life! - -?i 

The "spirit" of old L. S. N. C. was famous far and 
wide ; let's do our part to rekindle that same feeling now 
and to make the tone of college life at Northwestern State 
a thing as alive as a sweating half-back streaking down the 
field to make the deciding touchdown of the game. 

Let's begin by having everybody present at the first 
game tonight splitting the air with cheers for the Demons, 
and then continue the idea all year by being interested in 
what is going on on the campus — and soon, the effects of 
four years of dulled wartime college life will be merely a 
memory.

Selman Field will hold a dis- 
tinct edge in the weight depart- 
ment.

The Cyclones boast players 
who are from all sections of the 
country and have played in sev- 
eral large universities. Selman 
Field, in a recent newspaper ar- 
ticle, stated that they were con- 
fident of a victory over North- 
western State.

The Sailors of '44 play- 
ed an excellent brand of ball and 
are due many thanks for keeping 
the spirit alive at Northwestern. 

Selman is coming here to give 
the Demons a good drubbing 
and the squad, smarting under 
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a 20-7 defeat handed the 1944 
eleven, are putting eleven men 
on the field to blow out the big 
wind. One wit expressed the 
squad's outlook in the game in 
the dressing room the other day 
when he said, "They all put 
their pants on one leg at a time." 
So the game should be a good 
one packed with thrills and 
wide-open play featured.

men, 673 women; 1943, 96 men, 
478 women; 1944, 116 men, 460 
women; 1945, 170 men, 576 wom- 
en. 

147 Sophomores 

Next to the freshman class this 
session, the sophomore class is in 
second place with 147 enrolled. 
The junior class has 91, and the 
senior class trails with 80. Four 
students are enrolled as special 
this semester. 

The only discordant note in 
the registration of students this 
year is the fact that the Navy 
enrollees, now numbering around 
90, are scheduled to be detached 
about December L Since the 
college started its sponsorship 
of the two Navy programs on the 



campus in January, 1943, first 

the Navy Flight Preparatory 
Scfeool and later the Navy V-5 
Refresher Unit, more than 4000 
men representing the regular 
Navy, the Marines, the Coast 
Guard and Aviation Cadets have 
enrolled in the two schools here. 

The Navy program on the cam- 
pus hit an all-time high during 
the 1943-44 session when a total 
of 1274 men were enrolled. In 

1942- 43, 618 Navy enrollees reg- 
istered for the course; in the sum- 
mer of 1943, there were 804; in 

1943- 44, the number totaled 1274; 
in the summer of 1944, 631 men 
were in the unit; in 1944-45, 481 
Navy V-5 men were registered, 
and last summer the enrollment 
totaled 244.

"The war has clearly shown the 
folly of isolation not only polit- 
ically, but with regard to Ameri- 
can interest in the languages of 
other nations," Dr. Jonah Skiles, 
new teacher of Latin and German, 
declared this week.

He re- 
ceived his B. S. and M. A. degrees 
at the University of Louisville, 
and was awarded his Ph.D. at the 
University of Chicago. 

Having Louisville, Kentucky, as 
his home town, Dr. Skiles now re- 
sides here with his wife and five- 
year-old child, Durward. When he 
is not teaching or reading fairy 
tales (in German) to Durward, 
one might find him in his garden 
or perhaps with his stamps, coins, 
or antiques. Every Sunday he may 
be located in the front pew of the 
Church of Christ. 

"I expect to see a great increase 
in foreign language study in both 
high schools and colleges," Dr. 
Skiles stated this week. When 
questioned as to which language 
had the greatest future, he said, 
"I think there is no question that 
English will attain to even great- 
er proportions as world language."

Saturday Night to Selman Field 
Cyclones of Monroe, 12 to 

Led by Co-Captain Butler Miears and Bill Noonan, the 
1945 Northwestern football team bowed to a formidable 
Selman Field eleven last Saturday night, 12-0. 



Throughout the first half the 
Demons completely outplayed and 
outgained the Cydlones, gaining 
85 yards from scrimmage and five 
first downs to 41 yards and one 
first down for Selman. The Demon 
line battled the Monroe airmen to 
a standstill for three quarters, but 
in the waning minutes of the game 
succumbed to the combined power, 
age and experience of the service 
eleven. 

The only major scoring threat 
made in the first half came in the 
final moments of the second quar- 
ter when the Demons led by 
Thompson and Hartsell penetrated 
to the Selman 22-yard line. The 
attack was thwarted when the ball 
went over on a fumble. Several 
plays later the half ended. 

Selman made its first threat in 



the third quarter when they 
marched to the Northwestern 23 
where they were held for three 
downs. The Cyclones attempted a 
field goal that fell short. 

The Demons took over on the 
twenty and in three plays brought 
the ball past the mid-marker. The 
Demons then punted to the Sel- 
man fifteen yard line and the 
quarter ended. The Cyclones took 
the ball and pushed to mid-field 
but had to kick, the ball going out 
on the Northwestern 18. On the 
third play from scrimmage, the 
Demons fumbled on their own 13 
and Selman recovered.

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Opportunity Knocks 

The G. I. Joes are coming back! Already, twenty-two 
ex-servicemen have registered as civilian students here. To 
these and to the scores of others like them who choose the 
wise course of a return to school after their years at war, 
the Current Sauce extends a hearty welcome and sincere 
congratulations on the step they are taking. 

An outstanding feature of the "G. I. Bill of Rights," 
signed by the late President Roosevelt on June 22, 1944, 
is the provision for government-sponsored educational fa- 
cilities for honorably discharged veterans of any branch 
of the United States military service. This section of the 
famous legislature bill giving ex-fighting men tangible 
thanks from a nation grateful for a tough job well done 
provides : 

1. Honorably discharged veterans are entitled 
to one year of educational training, and in addition, 
those not over twenty-five years of age at the time of 
their entrance into the service or whose education was 
interrupted by the event may receive as much as 3 
years of educational training, if their first year's work 
is acceptable. 

2. All tuition, library, health and infirmary fees ; 
the cost of books, supplies, and other necessary ex- 
penses are paid for by the Veteran's Administration. 

3. A veteran is allowed $50 each month if he 
has no dependents and $75 each month if he has de- 
pendents for board, lodging, and other expenses. 

These specifications make it possible for the returning 
service man to go to school without paying anything for 
his education. Here at Northwestern State, living expenses 
are sufficiently moderate to enable a man to have at least 
$20 left from each month's spending account. 

Eager to aid in every way, the college has gone "all 
out" in providing the best opportunities for the veterans. 
They may register at any time during the semester; they 
are aided in their orientation by H. J. Sudbury, Veterans 
Coordinator, and they find a friendly student body waiting 
to welcome them as "one of the college gang." 

After years of consistent movement, transfer, and ex- 
citement, ex-servicemen may find it hard to think of set- 
tling down to the routine of school life. Too, the thought of 
passing by a good paying job for school may not be too 
attractive, because the money benefits from attending col- 
lege under the Bill of Rights are small, short-lived, and 
hard-earned. 

On the other side of the question looms a brighter 
aspect. Extension of one's education will point the way to 
a hanpier life. Sacrifice is certainly involved in a veteran's 
return to school, but the benefits combine economic effi- 
ciency in a future world where higher education will be 
imperative for success, and the development of a broader, 
more intelligent outlook on the system of civilization in 
which we live. 

The opportunity is a great one, not to be shunned, 
and to the fellows who have taken advantage of it, we 
shout, "Bravo," and to these who ponder the question, we 
say, "Come on back to school — you won't be sorry!"

And Vice-Versa 



'Way back in the old days when these United States 
had not yet been born, there was diplomatic trouble brew- 
ing between the mother and the child living so close to- 
gether that they were separated only by the stretch of 
chemical solution known as the Atlantic Ocean. It seems 
a tap root of all the trouble was the existing situation that 
the child was being made to pay to its mama a good amount 
of its pocket money without having the privilege of sitting 
in on the family hour when the spending of that money was 
being decided upon. A voice arose from the young one, 
and the cry that reached up to the blue skies was, "No 
taxation without representation." These four words really 
raised some terrific debate, but in the end a lot of good was 
accomplished.

However, since the military on 
our campus have charge of the 
Flag and its display, they natural- 
ly follow naval regulations which 
call for display of the National 
Emblem regardless of weather. 
Therefore, this statement is made 
as a retraction.

Final plans were announced this 
week for the erection of a me- 
morial honoring the men and 
women of the college who served 
in the armed forces during World 
War n. 

The order for the memorial has 
been placed with the Luse Display 
Company of Ohio. The plaque will 
be installed just as soon as an 
accurate and complete list of 
names can be forwarded to the 
company. Leroy Miller, alumni 
secretary, has had his office force 
at work, trying to get these names 
for several weeks, and the list is 
now nearing completion. 

The names are to be arranged 
in alphabetical order with those 
of men who died while in service 
engraved in gold letters and others 
appearing in white letters. 

The plaque will measure about 
nine by five feet. It will be placed 
behind double glass doors on the 
west wall of the Student Center 
lobby. The lettering will be about 
three-eighths of an inch high. The 
memorial is being paid for by 
donations from the various classes. 
Some money has already been 
taken in, but at the present time, 
the College Student Welfare Fund 
is supplementing the money, and 
personal donations are being ac- 
cepted.

World War II 
Veteran Returns 
To Faculty Here 



Dr. Joe N. Gerber, second re- 
turning faculty veteran of World 
War n, assumed the position of 
Director of Student Personnel 
early this week.

The special course formulated 
for veterans embraces 26 subjects 
including eight in industrial arts, 
four in science, two in aviation, 
four in education, four in social 
science, two in mathematics, and 
two in English and speech. Other 
subjects will be offered the vet- 
erans if there is a demand for 
them. 

In announcing the special 
term opening next month, col- 
lege officials pointed out that it 
is believed many veterans who 
are now being discharged from 
the armed forces will wish to 
take advantage of the educa- 
tional benefits of the "G. I. Bill 
of Rights'* prior to the opening 
of the regular spring semester 
in January. Each veteran may 
earn full college credit in nine 
semester hours of work during 
the short term. 

Courses Announced 

Courses outlined for the special 
term for veterans include general 
shop, engineering drawing, basic 
woodwork, advanced woodwork, 
advanced engineering drawing, 
machine shop, auto mechanics, 
electricity, general physics, botany, 
zoology, chemistry, flight courses 
leading to private and commercial 
pilots' certificates. 

General psychology, introduction 
to social science, federal govern- 
ment, introduction to public wel- 
fare, college algebra, general ma- 
thematics, English composition, 
and speech fundamentals. 

Officials stated this week that 
the short term opening on Novem- 
ber 12 for veterans will also be 
open to any other students who 
may wish to enter the college at 
that time.

Both Elevens Reported To Be on 
Edge for Conference Tilt Here 

Demons will swing into action against their first col- 
lege foe of the season tonight when they meet the South- 
western Louisiana Institute Bulldogs of Lafayette here in 
a Louisiana Intercollegiate conference battle. 

On the basis of games played 
this season, the two state college 
teams will enter the tilt on a fair- 
ly even basis, the Bulldogs having 
dropped all three of their early 
season clashes, with the Demons 
chalking up one win against two 
losses. Both squads enjoyed open 
dates last week and reports from 
both camps place the Bulldogs and 
the Demons in first-class condition 
and on edge for their first of two 
conference games scheduled this 
year. 

The Southwesterners were 
edged out by the Louisiana Tech 
Bulldogs, 14 to 12, in their open- 
ing conference battle of the sea- 
son two weeks ago, when the 
Techmen came from behind in 
the last frame for two markers 
after the South Louisiana team 
had led in three quarters of the 
tilt. 

Bulldog Advantage 

In addition to their college com- 
petition experience this season the 
Bulldogs will have a decided 
weight advantage over the De- 
mons according to the starting 
lineups released yesterday. The 
Southwestern eleven will outweigh 
the Statesmen 21 pounds in the 
backfield and 11 pounds per man 
in both the forward wall and the 
backfield. 

With six of their starters 
drawn from the V-12 enrollees 
at the institute, the Bulldogs 
will outpoint the Demons in ex- 
perienced players. All but two 
of the starters for the down- 
state eleven have had college 
experience; while only two mem- 
bers of the all- civilian Demon 



eleven have played college foot- 
ball before this season. 

The Bulldog squad is studded 
with all-state prep school stars, 
the most outstanding being Wil- 
cox, all-state fullback of DeQuin- 
cy; Lancaster, all-state halfback 
of Ferriday; and Como, all-state 
back from Lafayette. Two other 
Bulldog stars expected to give the 
Demons plenty of trouble are Col- 
quitt, 185-pound wingback, and 
Popovec, 170-pound halfbalk, both 
V-12 enrollees. Colquitt scored all 
four toughdowns against the De- 
mons last year when the Bulldogs 
took a double bill from the States- 
men, 19 to 7, and 7 to 6 and 
Popovec played an outstanding 
game against the Louisiana Tech- 
men two weeks ago.

Such activi- 
ties as are included under this 
program provide an almost un- 
equalled opportunity for learning 
by and through doing.

As a student body, we are challenged with a $1000 
quota in the forthcoming Victory Bond Drive. The campus 
quota is $35,000 — our part is only 1-35 of the total. Are we 
going to meet our challenge? 

During World War II there were seven War Loan 
drives in which we participated because we saw three 
paramount reasons for buying bonds. Listed in their order 
of importance, they were: to win the war, to check infla- 
tion, and to provide for personal security. 

On the brink of the beginning of the first Victory Bond 
Drive, let us line up reasons for student buying of this type 
of government investment now that the fighting has stop- 
ped. The motives might be listed: to secure the peace, to 
check inflation, and to provide for personal security. The 
first reason is somewhat indefinite, but its importance is 
understood and appreciated by all Americans who value 
a world of peaceful endeavor rather than a world of tragic 
war. The last two reasons are definitely practical because 
they concern each of us as students and as potential job- 
holders. 

The nation's economists say that the greatest infla- 
tionary danger is ahead — bonds bought during the war 
helped to siphon off inflationary money — will not bonds 
bought now protect people against dangers of runaway 
price rises even when the very behavior of prices may 
seem to suggest that the danger is past? 

Bonds bought in college provide a "nest-egg" for 
marriage, for establishing a home, for specializing in some 
particular field of interest, or for making the way easier 
during some possible time of tempoary unemployment. 

Undoubtedly, the reasons are apparent for great 
student participation in the Loan Drive beginning on Oct. 
29. Now to crystallize ood intentions — why not plan 
to invest in bonds when the drive opens? 

If your savings are low (as they usually are for col- 
lege students) look to other horizons. Impress your bank- 
er (namely the fellow to whom the registrar sends your 
grade slips) with the importance of the idea and see what 
you can do to let him sponsor your buying of a bond (if 
you can't sponsor your own). Besides being happy to put 
his money into so fruitful a investment, he'll probably be 
overjoyed to know that our new request for spending 
money is, in reality, a request for saving money. 

Booth Tarkington sums up the financial advantages 
of government bond buying in these few words : 

"Cows are like money, a dry dollar is like a dry cow. 
A spent dollar is like a dead cow, and a dollar in Govern- 
ment Bonds is like a cow that gives milk." 

Let's make that $1000 quota!

Demons And Southwestern Bulldogs 
Fight to Scoreless Tie in Opening 
Conference Game of Year Saturday 

In their opening conference game of the 1945 season 
here last Saturday night the Demons fought the South- 
western Louisiana Institute Bulldogs of Lafayette to a 
scoreless tie. The tilt was the first of a two-game series be- 
tween the two state college elevens this season, the second 
coming as a homecoming affair in Lafayette on Nov. 24. 

Practically the entire game be- 
tween the down-state Bulldogs and 
the Demons here Saturday night 
was played between the 20-yard 
stripes with the Statesmen hold- 
ing the advantage over the Lafa- 
yette eleven during the first half 
when they picked up five first 
downs to two for the visitors. 

The third stanza was a nip and 
tuck affair with neither eleven 
gaining the advantage at any 
stage, but the fourth quarter def 
initely belonged to the Bulldogs 
when they intercepted a Demon 
pass on the home eleven's 40-yard 
stripe at midway time and march- 
ed to the 12-yard line before being 
stopped on downs. The Demons 
almost threw the game away at 
that stage when two of Bellipanni's 
kicks were blocked but recovered 
in the shadow of the local's goal 
line. On the third attempt Belli- 
panni kicked out of danger on the 
Demons' 45. 

The Demons lost their closest 
chance to score in the second 
quarter when they kicked out of 
bounds on the Bulldogs' seven- 
yard stripe and then threw the 
visitors to their one-yard line when 
they tried a pair of line plays. On 
the third try the Bulldogs kicked 
out of danger and from then on 
until half-time the oval remained 
in midfield. 

Dogs Tossed Nine Passes 
Although the statemen outclass- 
ed the Bulldogs on the ground by 
picking up 82 yards net from rush- 
ing to 54 for the visitors, the La- 
fayette Institute Eleven stopped 
the local Collegiates cold in their 
attack which netted them a 
minus three yards in eleven at- 
tempts, eight of the passes falling 
incomplete and two being inter- 
cepted. The Bulldogs tossed nine 
passes during the fray with three 
clicking for 36 yards, five falling 
incomplete and one intercepted. 

The Demons netted a one-down 
edge on the Bulldogs with six to 
five, two of the Bulldogs' counters 
coming in the first half and three 
in the second against five for the 
Demons in the first frame and one 
in the second. 

The Bulldogs kicked ten times 
during the battle for an average 
of 35.6 yards, and the Demons 
punted eleven times for an aver- 
age of 33.1 yards. The Bulldogs 
drew 60 yards in penalties to 30 
for the Demons.

Statesmen to Battle Tech Bulldogs 
In 'Victory' Homecoming Classic 
Honoring Vets of World War II 

Game This Afternoon to Give Local "11" 
Last Chance at LJ.C. Crown This Year 



The Demons will pull down the curtains on their 1945 
home season here this afternoon when they clash with the 
Louisiana Tech Bulldogs of Ruston in a "victory" home- 
coming classic dedicated to graduates and former students 
of the college who have served in the armed forces of 
World War II. The opening kickoff is scheduled for 2 :30 
o'clock. 



Both teams will enter the bat- 
tle this afternoon on even terms 
with all -civilian elevens, the 
Navy V-12 enrollee members of 
the Tech squad having been de- 
tached since the first tilt two 
weeks ago. Steele, only Navy 
player still on the Demons' ros- 
ter, is nursing an injured foot 
received in the Lake Charles 
game several week ago and will 
not see action today. 
In addition to closing out the 
home stand for the Demons, the 
game here today will give the 
Statesmen their last opportunity 
for a bid to L. I. C. honors this 
year. The Techmen will enter the 
fray two up and none down by 
virtue of a 14 to 12 win over the 
Southwestern Louisiana Institute 
Bulldogs and an 18 to 7 victory 
over the Demons in the first of 
double bills with both elevens this 
season. 

The local collegians battled the 
Southwestern Bulldogs to a score- 
less tie here three weeks ago and 
will have to take today's tilt to 
qualify for a shot at the confer- 
ence crown this year. A win for 
the Ruston college club this after- 
noon would automatically give the 
Bulldogs the championship of the 
loop this season. 

Another interesting feature of 
the game here today is the fact 
that it will represent the "rub- 
ber" tilt between the Demons 
and the Bulldogs in games dat- 
ing from the opening of the six- 
game series played by the two 
elevens at the state fair in 
Shreveport from 1937 through 
1942, each team having won four 
and lost four with one tilt re- 
sulting in a scoreless tie over 
the nine-year stretch. 

Demons Take Four 

In the six state fair games the 
Demons copped four, winning in 
1938, 7 to 6, in 1939, 29 to 0, in 
1940, 13 to 0, and in 1942, 10 to 6. 
The Bulldogs took the opener in 
1937, 14 to 0, and came back in 
1941 to defeat the Demons, 10 to 0. 
The two state colleges did not 
field elevens in 1943 because of 
the war effort, but came back last 
year .with teams studded with 
Navy enrollees when the Bulldogs 
smacked the Demons, 21 to 7, in 
the first of a two-game series, the 
second tilt resulting in a scoreless 
tie at Ruston. 

Last reports from the two camps 
yesterday place the Bulldogs and 
the Demons in top condition and 
on edge for the conference battle 
today. Special invitations have 
been extended high school senior 
classes throughout the state to at- 
tend the homecoming festivities 
today, and a record crowd of fans 
representing both elevens is ex- 
pected, officials stated. A special 
"victory" souvenir program cen- 
tered around the honoring of 
Northwestern State service men 
and women has been prepared for 
distribution at the game.

The Homecoming tilt between Tech and Northwestern 
State last Saturday brought something more than a good 
football game. It brought a show of campus-wide school 
spirit that was really gratifying, in general, to those who 
advocate a little bit of "pep" along with the less emotional 
side of school life. 

However, the few students who interpreted "school 
spirit" to mean an all-out show of uncouthness and souve- 
nir-snatching are to be scathingly reprimanded. 

Tech has for many years been a traditional rival of 
ours — hence, our pre-game slogan of "Beat Tech" and the 
consequent feeling of being "all keyed-up" with excite- 
ment, were quite natural. Reciprocally, we are a tradi- 
tional rival of Tech — hence, their joyful shouts of "We 
showed 'em, by golly," after the game. 

All of this was a lot of fun, and it is our opinion that 
this interplay of spirit between the two schools was 
neither given, nor received, in the wrong way by either of 
the two intelligent student bodies. 

The taking of certain articles of practical personal 
value belonging to Tech students by a small group of N.S.C. 
students is another thing, quite justifiably resented by the 
Techsters. This resentment can easily be understood, and 
the students of this campus are making it clearly known 
that they do not applaud such unsportsmanlike action. 

The spirit of rivalry between Tech and Northwestern 
State on Homecoming Day is a commendation of the alert 
school feeling within the two institutions. However, the 
few of our people who, under the guise of school spirit, 
promoted and performed the act of taking the fraternity 
and sorority pins, the Blue Jacket caps, and certain band 
accessories, belonging to Tech students, are to be severely 
censured by the student body as a whole. Such action is 
not the habit nor the pleasure of the overwhelmingly great- 
er majority of us who are members of the Northwestern 
State Student Body.

Several weeks ago there appear- 
ed in this "Legend" column the 
story of the Campus Ghost. We 
are now printing the second in- 
stallment of this series — one that 
will, we think, be of interest to 
everyone on the campus, because 
mosreveryone is a frequent visitor 
of the legendary spot.

So this is a world at peace! in 
the newspapers of the past weeks 
we have read of civil war in China 
revolution in the Pacific, unrest in 
Europe, insurrection in South 
America. In fact, perhaps two of 
the most peaceful spots orf earth 
today are Germany and Japan. 
The text above was uttered by 
Cordell Hull, often called the fath- 
er of the San Francisco Organiza- 
tion, upon his being awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize for 1945. The 
words never had more significance. 

Far be it from a lowly dog at a 
small Louisiana college to criticize 
international foreign policy, but 
even I can remember when the 
small nations and dependent peo- 
ples of the world whole-heartedly 
supported the big powers in their 
liberal peace proposals and ideal- 
istic war aims. Those small nations 
first sounded their newly-arisen 
complaints when they fought pow- 
er politics at San Francisco. Evi- 
dently they failed and they knew 
it, for now "the war is over" and 
the organization which was ad- 
mitedly constructed to keep peace 
among small countries has thus 
far failed to uphold even that sec- 
ondary purpose. 

The little fellow of the world 
lost a lot of his faith in the organ- 
ization when he saw the repeated 
falling outs of the big five when 
unity of that group was so essen- 
tial to the maintenance of peace. 
It is now evident that the little 
guy does not intend to forget the 
Atlantic Charter and the four free- 
doms, but that he does intend to 
ignore any organization which does 
not embrace those principles. If 
we are ever to secure a lasting and 
just peace we must renew our own, 
and in turn, the world's faith in 
world organization and interna- 
tional cooperation. Let us resolve 
not to rest until the world recog- 
nizes international authority over 
state soverignity whenever world 
peace is at stake or whenever any 
small country gets what we would 
call a "low blow."

The Demons completely outplay- 
ed the Bulldogs in every depart- 
ment, allowing the down-staters 
to penetrate their territory only 
once during the entire game when 
they advanced to the 45-yard 
stripe at the end of five minutes 
of play in the second frame. An 
interesting feature of the battle 
was that the Bulldogs were held 
to a minus 6 yards by rushing in 
the final stanza. 

The local gridmen picked up 111 
net yards by rushing and 8 yards 
by air for a total of 119 yards and 
6 first downs, to a bare 48 net 
yards by rushing 23 yards in pass- 
es and 3 first downs for the Bull- 
dogs. The Demons completed two 
passes out of 9 tries with 4 falling 
incomplete and 2 intercepted. The 
Bulldogs clicked with 3 passes out 
of 5 attempts, two going incom- 
plete and one netting them a 
minus one yard. 

The Bulldogs kicked 10 times 
for an average of 36.3 yards and 
the Demons punted 10 times for an 
average of 33.6.

Sherrod Towns, former Head of 
the Department of Music, has re- 
turned to the campus, having 
been honorably discharged from 
the U. S. Naval Reserve after com- 
pleting exactly three years, to the 
day, of military service. 

Towns became Head of the Mu- 
sic Department here in 1938 and 
served in that capacity until his 
enlistment in the Navy in 1942. 
During the past three years he has 
been on military leave from the 
college, but has returned now to 
become permanently active in his 
former position, effective January 
28, 1946, the beginning of the new 
semester.

Prior to his 
enlistment in the Navy, Towns 
made numerous stage appearances, 
sang on many prominent radio 
stations and gave concerts 
throughout the South. At the last 
Biennial Convention of the Na- 
tional Music Educators prior to his 
Naval service, Towns sang for the 
banquet program in Milwaukee. 

In announcing further plans for 
the Music Department, Towns 
stated that Lorane Brittain will 
serve as Acting Head of the De- 
partment, relieving Mrs. McCook, 
for the remainder of the present 
school semester, during which time 
Towns will study in Cincinnatti.

Dr. Joe Farrar, president of 
Northwestern State College, in a 
speech delivered to the entire col- 
lege in the Fine Arts Auditorium 
on Tuesday of this week, foresaw 
a university for the present col- 
lege when he said, "If plans ma- 
terialize, we will have on this 
campus in the next two years a 
small university having almost 
every program in which students 
may be interested. . . ." 

Opening his first address of the 
new semester with a welcome to 
all newcomers. President Farrar 
urged all students "to learn to 
love the campus" and have the 
campus become their first and last 
Alma Mater. "Some of the com- 
forts and pleasures we seek are 
not available," Dr. Farrar said, 
"because we are still operating 
under war-time restrictions, but 
the college will make your life 
here as comfortable as it can." 

Stating that it takes time, ef- 
fort and energy to do something 
worth while, Dr. Farrar pointed 
out that it was the job and re- 
sponsibility of the individual to do 
the job as best he can. "We have 
too much at stake to go back to 
our old habits of just getting by 
— in college with D's, and in life 
with merely living. 

"Plans have been presented 
to the State Board of Education 
to be sent to the State Legis- 
lature for two additional acad- 
emic buildings to house the 
Commerce and Social Science 
Departments, and the dormi- 
tories would be allocated two 
for men, and two for women. 
"With the new dormitories," Dr. 
Farrar stated, "we will be able 
to house approximately 1250 
students, whereas now we can 
only house approximately 725 
students." 

Pointing out the fact that 
Northwestern State cannot com- 
pete with other schools in num- 
bers until it has an Engineering 
School, Dr. Farrar stated that a 
plan for an engineering school 
had been formed and would be 
presented to the State Board of 
Education at a meeting to be held 
in February. The Engineering 
School would offer four courses 
in engineering and would permit 
pre-engineernig students present- 
ly enrolled to continue on into en- 
gineering right here at North- 
western State. 

Having established curricula 
during the summer and fall in 
medical technology, public nurs- 
ing, Latin, German, journalism, 
and trade and industrial educa- 
tion, Dr. Farrar spoke of a plan 
which would bring an entire cur- 
riculum of Geology to the 
school, possibly before the fall 
term opens. 

Dr. Farrar expressed the thought 
that he did not want Northwest- 
ern State to become a president- 
centered institution. "The job is 
an important one," Dr. Farrar said, 
"and I shall do it as best I know. 
The faculty and president cannot 
make it a great institution. — one 
you will be glad to call your Alma 
Mater."

Who's the Dope? 



Repeatedly, we have said that this is a student news- 
paper reflecting student opinion. We maintain this con- 
tention unceasingly ; therefore this week we report to you 
a bit of student opinion that has come to our ears and which 
we consider extremely vital. 

It was candidly pointed out to us this week by a mem- 
ber of our student body that a certain portion of student 
opinion states that the present CURRENT SAUCE is dull — 
that it doesn't contain enough dope. This statement re- 
minds us of our major pleas for this school year — more 
school spirit, more student activity; and hence, more things 
of interest to give you in the columns of this newspaper. 
To some degree, we feel that school spirit and student ac- 
tivity have been somewhat accelerated in the last five 
months; but at the same time, we are forced to recognize 
the fact that — to put it frankly — spirit and activity on this 
campus are still extremely lazy and disinterested when 
placed in comparison with that which existed in previous 
years. 

Want some examples which support our last state- 
ment? Well, let's enumerate a few. The casting of 
Davis Players' new play-to-be "Formula for Pancakes" 
was delayed for TWO WEEKS because of lack of the 
presence of enough men at tryouts to give the director 
a chance to choose the five male roles for the produc- 
tion.

It was decided by offi- 
cials that it should be kept open at night for the pleasure 
and benefit of us, the students. A casual stroll through the 
building after 7 :30 shows the place to be as desolate as a 
duck in a desert. Evidently, students don't find our Student 
Center interesting enough to warrant their presence there. 

This paper is written by a corps of faithful individuals 
who obviously are unable to get into everything on the 
campus and are, therefore, unable to give personal reports 
of every individual event. It is very seldom that a piece of 
news is volunteered to the SAUCE writers; maybe the 
trouble is that most campus characters neglect to remem- 
ber that a few people, the staff, can't be everywhere at 
once, and that their personal contributions are needed to 
give a full coverage of what's doing. 

An institution of the Sauce is "Letters to the Editor.' 
How many people find enough to compliment, to complain 
about, to comment on to stir them to giving THEIR opinion 
for publication? A rapid run through our files shows a very 
pitiful few. 

We believe not in dictating — rather, in merely 
observing.

Sivabbies Return 
To The Old Ship

The "USS" Northwestern State 
never sailed, but sailors came and 
sailors left, and when the sailors 
were here they were "on board." 
Sailors are always proud of their 
ship, they love it, and their ship 
is their home. 

The V-5 Unit of Northwestern 
State has been decommissioned, 
and the sailors are no longer "on 
board." They have been replaced 
by ex-service men and women, 
three of whom are former V-5 
trainees who in some way or an- 
other were attracted by their 
former station. 

First among former V-5 train- 
ees at NSC to return to the cam- 
pus as a civilian student was 
Charles Ross, who registered here 
in late September as a pre-law 
major, following his discharge 
from the U. S. Navy a few days 
earlier. 

Charles's home is in Marshall, 
N. C. He graduated from high 
school in Burlington, N. C, joining 
the Navy three weeks later at the 
age of seventeen. 

Following a six-month period of 
indoctrination and recruit school- 
ing in yeoman work. Ross was as- 
signed to the Pacific Fleet, serv- 
ing first with the staff of Admiral 
Halsey, Commander Aircraft Bat- 
tle Force, Pacific Fleet. Charles's 
next assignment was with the 
same command, Admiral Towers 
having relieved Halsey. 

Moving up in rating, Ross soon 
qualified as stenographer and was 
assigned duty as staff stenographer 
for the Commander Forward Area, 
Central Pacific. With the com- 
pletion of this tour of duty, Ross 
volunteered for submarine service 
and was ordered to duty with the 
submarine force commander. 

During his fifty months of Na- 
val service, Ross served on board 
the aircraft carrier Enterprise, the 
seaplane tender Curtiss, the de- 



stroyer Litchfield, the submarine 
Skate, on numerous islands in the 
central Pacific area, and at var- 
ious shore stations throughout the 
United States. 

Charles came to Northwestern 
State in December, 1944. with in- 
crement three of the V-5 unit, 
leaving for pre-flight in Athens 
four months later. 

When asked why he returned 
to NSC as a civilian student. 
Ross said, "Of course there are 
many things which caused me 
to come back here, but all of 
them boil down to the fact that 
of all the places I've seen, none 
have an atmosphere of friend- 
liness, peacefulness, and lovli- 
ness comparable to that of 
Northwestern State."

If the bill is passed, the federal 
government will organize a na- 
tional research foundation for the 
express purpose of fostering re- 
search and development in the 
physical and biological sciences.

The State Department of Edu- 
cation has designated Northwest- 
ern State an examining center for 
veterans wishing to take tests for 
high school credit. Dr. Joe Gerber. 
Director of Student Personnel, an- 
nounced last week. 

Recently the State Board of 
Education established a policy 
making it possible for the Depart- 
ment of Education to grant high 
school credit to returned veterans 
on the basis of the results of Gen- 
eral Educational Development and 
Subject-Matter Tests. This is a 
unique service which makes it 
possible for a veteran who passes 
the tests with a sufficiently high 
score to receive a high schocl di- 
ploma provided the veteran has to 
his credit at least two years of 
resident high school credit. 

The tests given here will be sent 
to the State Department, which 
will then forward them to the 
principal of the veteran's high 
school for interpretation in terms 
of high school credit. If the score 
on the tests justifies it, the State 
Department of Education will au- 
thorize the issuance of a high 
school diploma, or the appropri- 
ate grade placement. 



Every member of the student

Wednesday. 

The formal presentation of the 
background of the topic will be 
briefly presented by four students, 
representing various sections of 
the campus. They are: Bess Dun- 
can and Kenneth Dowty, favoring 
the continuation of selective serv- 
ice, and Joyce Killgore and Al- 
ford Clark, opposing the sugges- 
tion.

former Student and Demon Grid Star 
Accidentally Killed in Japan Jan. 8 

Sgt. Henry Bollier, 25, student here from 1940 to 1942 
and a star center on the Demon football team, was acci- 
dently electrocuted in Japan on January 8, according to 
an official notice issued by the war department early this 
week. He was the son of Mrs. E. J. Bollier of Sarepta. 

Bollier. who is believed to be 

the first former member of the 
Demon grid team to be killed in 
service since the outbreak of World 
War n, was at the time of his 
death attempting to install a radio 
receiving set. His body was sent 
to Yokohama for burial. 

Coach Harry Turpin, who has 

kept up a steady correspondence 

with all Demon gridsters after 

they left for the armed forces, 

received a letter from Bollier 

dated December 21, 1945. He 

also received a letter from Bol- 

lier's buddy, Carlton Johnson, 

also a former grid star here, 
• dated January' 11, in which full 

details of the accident are re- 
vealed. 

According to the December let- 
ter, Bollier was planning to return 
to the campus next fall and join 
the 1946 Demon squad. He played £1 
freshman football in 1940 and let- 
tered on the varsity eleven in 1941 
and 1942. the second year as a 
first-string center when he was 
selected on the second string of 
the All-LIC eleven.

A new Veterans Administration Guidance Center de- 
signed to aid World War II veterans in a seven-parish area 
was established on the campus this week under the direc- 
tion of Fred M. Cummings, alumnus of the college, whe 
will serve in the capacity of vocational adviser to the ex- 
G. I.'s. 

Embracing the parishes of Nat- 
chitoches, Sabine. Red River. 
Winn. Grant, Rapides and Ver- 
non, the new guidance center here 
will be open to all World War n 
veterans who are interested in any 
type of training provided by the 
Servicemen's Readjustment Act, 
otherw : ise known as Public Law 
346 or the "G. I. Bill of Rights," 
and Public Law 16. further known 
as the Vocational Rehabilitation 
Act. 

Officials stated this week that 
the guidance program set up here 
is "for the purpose of helping a 
veteran select an employment ob- 
jective or course of study which is 
in line with his aptitude and cap- 
abilities and for which he can be 
trained." 

Veterans taking training on the 
college level at Northwestern State 
as well as all other veterans taking 
school or on-the-job training in 
the entire seven-parish area will 
be served by the guidance center 
on the campus, it was explained. 
An assistant vocational adviser to 
work with Mr. Cummings will be 
assigned later this month, officials 
stated. 

The center on the campus will 
operate directly under the juris- 
diction of the Vocational Rehabil- 
itation and Education division of 
the Veterans Administration Re- 
gional office in New Orleans of 
which Sam J. Mullins is the chief. 

A graduate of Northwestern 
State in the class of 1927 when he 
was granted the B. S. degree in 
physics and geography, Mr. Cum- 
mings has a wide experience in the 
field of education.

Because we subscribe wholeheartedly to the dictate, 
"Talk optimism, the world is sad enough without your 
woes," we rather reluctantly add another chapter to the 
folio of attention and contention that started two Satur- 
days ago (February 23, 1946) when this column carried an 
article entitled "Here's the Dope." 

It was quite evident at the assembly of the student body 
Wednesday morning that the meaning, the import, and 
the implications of this editorial were thoroughly misun- 
derstood and misconstrued. We should like to take this 
opportunity to requote the central theme of that article 
and point out the INTENDED and TRUE meaning of it. 

After pointing out in the preceding paragraphs that 
boys were given permission to attend the LIC cage game 
in Ruston on February 20, but that girls were refused per- 
mission without being able to ascertain who had done the 
refusing, we stated the line of thinking held by the great 
majority of the student body. We quote for you from the; 
article as it appeared in the SAUCE. 

"Being a fair-minded group of intelligent young peo- 
ple, the women of the student body would be willing to 
accept such a measure of discipline (or is that the word?) 
if there are good reasons for the decision. 

"But in this instance, we have been unable to hear any 
reason for the decision given by any person whose decision 
is was. We wonder why, and sincerely hope that in any 
such future situations, the persons entrusted with the juris- 
diction of a portion of students' activities will actively as- 
sume the responsibility and render a decision that is backed 
with due consideration of all sides involved in the question. 

"We do not believe that students object to being told 
'No' when valid reasons are given, but we do believe that 
persons delegated to certain tasks should realize their re- 
sponsibility and give decisions. All that the students ask 
for is fair consideration in their activities as members of a 
supposedly adult collegiate society." 

We felt that our sentiments in regard to the situation 
of a couple of weeks ago were clearly and obviously ex- 
pressed in, especially, these three paragraphs, but the de- 
nunciation presented at Wednesday morning's assembly 
led us to believe that there was an administrative misun- 
derstanding of the editorial which we hope is hereby clear- 
ed up. 

Again — the opinion of the students reflected in the 
editorial was NOT that they minded being told "No" with 
acceptable reasons, but that they find it extremely dis- 
heartening and upsetting to be sent through the whole 
gamut of officials without ever finding a good, strong, def- 
inite "Yes" or "No." 

Despite the evident misinterpretation of the editorial, 
we are gratified to note that evidently it played its part in 
encouraging the administrative staff to get together and 
give to the students a definite answer to one of their vital 
campus problems.

Because of his enthusiasm in 
looking forward to returning to 
the "Hill" as expressed in his 
last letter to Coach Turpi", a 
part cf the message is given here 
as follows: 

'Dear Coach. Think you can 
use the two fellows in the enclosed 
picture about 1 September, 1946'' 
Well, they expect to worry you 
about the situation anyway. I ex- 
pect the one on the left (this is 
Johnson) will only make a good 
manager, but I know enough to 
try.. 

"Johnson and l see each other 
every day as we live only a few 
blocks apart. We really have some 
good talks of old times and also 
the future. Really helps out hav- 
ing someone like him around to 
talk to. I'm coaching the Engin- 
eering basketball team and he is 
Special Services' officer for HQ 
Co. of the Division. His team beat 
mine the last time we played, but 
we are in a division tournament 
now. and if I get by the Tanks 
tomorrow night I'll have to clean 
up on his team. . . . 

"I weigh about 190 or 195 
now, and Carlton weighs about 
the same. Got to get some of 
that into hard flesh, but I'm 
hoping I'll weigh more than 165 
or 170 when I get in shape 
again. That will be a little light 
for all the rugged competition 
I'll have next year. 

Kept Up with Team 

"We keep up with the team 
there, but most of the radio news 
still carries you as Louisiana Nor- 
mal instead of Northwestern. Looks 
as if they did a pretty good job 
this year, but not near as good as 
we will do next fall. How about 
that? Agree? 

"... The scuttlebut is that the 
Division will go stalemate the last 
of March, but you know how that 
goes. All I want is for the points 
to be lowered to 40 so I can get 
out.

Buddy Writes Letter 

Full details of Bollier's death 
together with deep regret of his 
buddy's passing are revealed in 
the following letter received by 
Coach Turpin from Johnson un- 
der the dateline of Sasebe, Kyu- 
shu: 

"Dear Coach, Have time to write 
a short letter and let you know 
of some sad news. 

"On the 8th of January Henry 
Bollier was killed by electrocution. 
His unit had just moved up here 
and had started getting its camp 
set up. 

Hit By 3300 Volts 

"He was putting up an aerial 
and had tied a rock to one end 
of the wire and thrown it over 
some insulated wires. He had 
started pulling the wire across the 
insulated high volt lines and it 
cut through causing the current 
to hit him. 

"Several persons who were near- 
by rushed to him and had a doctor 
with him within a minute. They 
gave him artificial respiration, 
and gave him a shot of adrena- 
lin while awaiting an ambu- 
lance. 

"They had him in the hospital 
within fifteen minutes after the 
accident had occurred. There they 
placed him in an iron lung, but 
the 3300 volts were too much for 
him to survive. The accident oc- 
curred at ten thirty, and he lived 
until one-thirty that afternoon. 



He never gained consciousness. 

"They held the services the fol- 
lowing morning and shipped the 
body to Yokohama to be buried 
in the American Cemetery there. 

"My unit moved up to Sasebe 
later than his, and when I called 
him on the 9th, the day they held 
the funeral, I was informed of the 
accident. I went to the station, 
but the body wasn't there. I then 
went out to his unit and got all 
the details from the investigator 
and from men of his unit. 

Pays Buddy Tribute 
"I regret that I was unable to 
attend the funeral, because he 
was one of my best friends and 
seemed more as a brother to me. 
We had been in school together 
since in the fourth grade. He 
had his own faults as does all 
mankind, but he was a good boy. 
He was aggressive and always 
willing to do more than his 
share. 

"Coach, we lost a good man 
on the gridiron and a better 
man in life. 

"He and I had played in the 
'Atom Bowl' at Nagasaki on the 
first of the year. We planned to 
be back in school this fall together, 
but now that will not happen. 

"Coach, I regret having to write 
you this kind of letter, but I know 
you and all the other fellows who 
knew him would want to know. 
Sincerely, Johnson."

The short courses in Aviation to 
be offered veterans include a nine- 
we ek course in Private Pilot, an 
18-week course in Advanced Pilot. 
3 54-week course in Certified Air- 
craft Mechanics, a 36-week course 
in Commercial Pilot, and a 54- 
week course in Master Pilot. 

As soon as all of these con- 
tracts are signed, a veteran may 
take any of the courses at the 
expense of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, provided he quali- 
fies under the "G. I. Bill of 
Rights" or in Vocational Re- 
habilitation, officials stated this 
week. Completion of the con- 
tracts is expected within the 
next few days. 

Officials pointed out this week 
that it is possible immediately for 
veterans to enter courses in Avia- 
tion, to minor in Aviation, or to 
take the four-year degree course 
in Aviation, all under the Veter- 
ans Administration payments. Pi- 
lot training can be taken as an 
elective course, therefore, in con- 
nection with regular studies or it 
can be followed separately under 
approved conditions, officials ex- 
plained. 

For the past five years the 
college has offered ground and 
flight courses in Aviation, and 
last year the offerings were ex- 
panded to include a four-year 
course leading to a B. S. degree. 
The college has recently added 
a link trainer and a P-40 War 
Hawk to the aviation department 
and has secured planes fully 
equipped for blind flying instruc- 
tion. It has also equipped a lab- 
oratory for a course in airplane 
mechanics and has affiliated with 
the certified aircraft mechanics 
shop at the local airport. 

The laboratory and ground 
school work for the courses in 
Aviation at the college here are 
on the campus with shop and 
flight work carried out at the mun- 
icipal airport under certified and 
qualified instructors.

Officially (almost) spring has invaded the campus 
again, bringing with it the inspiration for lyrical words 
from some of our usually rather prosaic-speaking students 
who boast of the beauty of Northwestern State campus in 
springtime. Ours is a lovely campus — this we realized on 
recent trips to other campuses where we were able to com- 
pare the physical environment of NSC with that of various 
other colleges — and we can well afford to be proud of it. 

Several recent improvements, such as the new system 
of paved roads and streets, the planting of a fresh supply 
of flowers and shrubbery, and the laying of new sidewalks, 
have all added to the attractiveness of the grounds. With 
the coming of spring, the effectiveness of these improve- 
ments becomes more obviously pleasing.

other, he achieved a comfortable, 
almost personal contact wifch every 
man and woman out in the audi- 
ence. 

Sarett delivered a five-minute 
anecdote at the beginning of 
his lecture with great ease; then 
everyone settled back in his seat 
to enjoy more of the same. Sa- 
rett aired his somewhat Puckish 
humor at short-spaced intervals, 
to the delight of his listeners, 
who quickly and eagerly caught 
such expressions that he tossed 
their way as "parenthetic legs," 
and "emotional as a cat on a 
hot stove." Once he chided him- 
self for having ended a sentence 
with a preposition, thereby ca- 
tering to the collegiate taste in 
humor. 

Visual imagery ran rampant 
through the minds of his hearers 
as Sarett spoke, for the aptness 
of his words was exceeded only 
by their color. The man must have 
chosen them as meticulously as 
he had organized his speech. He 
spoke of "intellectural stagnation," 
of "crackling black eyes" and a 
"fluid walk," and of people "crass- 
ly biological." Only once did he 
use a colloquialism, when speak- 
ing of fox cubs. He said of them, 
"they 'get under my skin'." As a 
point of criticism, the writer won- 
ders if some of the adjectives he 
used — blase, bilious, iconoclastic 
— were not unfamiliar to a certain 
percentage of the audience. 

Sarett's organization was per- 
fect; although he allowed himself 
to disgress at times for the sake 
of humor or a philosophical ob- 
servation, he always retracted his 
steps to the mental outline of his 
speech. 

The lecture was liberally 
sprinkled with a happy philo- 
sophy that one would expect of 
Sarett. However, the writer was

Head Librarian 
Publishes Study 
On Final Exams 

Eugene P. Watson, head librar- 
ian at the college, is the author 
of an article entitled "Pinal Ex- 
amination Practices" published in 
the March issue of Journal of 
Higher Education. 

In his study of 29 universities 
and 64 colleges throughout the 
United States. Mr. Watson dis- 
covered that there is a wide varia- 
tion in the practices followed by 
institutions of higher learning 
with regard to the conducting of 
final semester examinations. 

One university, Mr. Watson dis- 
covered, condenses its examination 
period into two days; whereas two 
others allow 12 days. In colleges, 
the time for final examinations 
varies from a minimum of two 
days to a maximum of nine. Five 
colleges covered in the report do 
not require any final examinations. 

The number of examinations 
held each day also varies, accord- 
ing to the study, with 11 univer- 
sities holding two examinations 
each day and three providing for 
five. One college has a single ex- 
amination each day, and 18 others 
conduct four examinations a day. 

The length of examinations, it 
was revealed in the study, also 
varies greatly, one university re- 
quiring only one-hour examina- 
tions and another four-hour tests. 
The average length of examina- 
tions in all cases studied is 2.5 
hours in universities and two hours 
in colleges.

B are entered in the meet this 
afternoon.

Dear Editor, 

Since the policy of the CURRENT SAUCE is "to re- 
flect, not create student opinion," I would like to suggest to 
you that a column be put in the paper that will do just that 
— reflect the opinion of a good portion, or cross section, of 
our student body. 

Every week a pertinent question could be asked of 
eight or ten students, and their views of the subject be put 
into this column. These ten students would represent a fair 
sampling of the students. A look at the past Sauces seems 
to show that the students whose names appear in it con- 
stitute a very small minority of those students actually en- 
rolled in college. Regularly, they are from a group of 75 
or 100 students who seem to be more well known. My idea 
is to get one or two of these student's views and then glean 
other viewpoints from the remaining 750 or more students 
who heretofore have not been so well known. 

This would give a real idea of the feelings of the stu- 
dent body as a whole. One way of selecting the group 
would be to ask one boy and girl from each of the different 
classes. 

There are several questions I think could well be ask- 
ed. For instance, "What is your opinion about assemblies 
similar to the one at which Dr. Sears spoke ? Do you con- 
sider them worthwhile?" Or, "What qualities should a 
student body or class officer possess?" Or, "Why do you 
think a greater number of students do not attend the all- 
college dances?" And there are many more questions that 
would arise as time goes by. 

I sincerely hope that something can be done about 
this, and that in the near future the student opinion is 
really reflected for all to see.

Dead Week Set 
For May 20-24 

The week of May 20-24 has been 
set aside as "Special Study Week" 
or "Dead Week" following the 
plan of the last two semesters.

"Women must realize that they have responsibility as 
leaders and policy-makers; that they are not just the keep- 
ers or custodians of morals and manners but that theirs is 
a definite responsibility toward formulating policy," de- 
clared Dean Iona Berry in an interview with a SAUCE 
reporter this week preparatory to her resignation at the 
end of this semester as dean of women at the college. 

Having come to the campus in v'^mmgnn'iiiiiM 
August of 1942, Mrs. Berry has 
seen the college through almost 
four years of wartime and post- 
war activity. When asked if she 
has noted any significant changes 
during this length of time, Mrs. 
Berry replied, "I think that there 
has been a change in the attitude 
of the girls toward a feeling of 
greater responsibility as leaders 
and for themselves." "Perhaps it's 
only wishful thinking," added the 
Dean, "but I do believe that the 
girls have become more adult- 
like in their thinking." 

Investigation shows that Dean 
Berry has played a major role 
in the development of at least 
ten noteworthy projects on the 
campus during her stay here. 
She inaugurated the point sys- 
tem for distributing more 
evenly the honors of the cam- 
pus; introduced the "Big Sister" 
program as aft aid in freshman 
orientation; organized the As- 
sociation of Women Students, 
installed the annual Honors As- 
sembly for all students, and

In reflection of student opinion we should like to thank 
President Farrar for rescinding this week his plan for the 
spring examination schedule, calling for three tests of 2 1 o 
hours duration, and for reverting to the traditional two- 
exam-per-day schedule that was first submitted to him by 
the office of the registrar. We sincerely hope that the per- 
formance of students during test week will justify their 
plea for a change from the plan drawn up by the president. 

Throughout the year we have carefully noted reaction 
to editorials, such as the one last week, which have sought 
to mirror the general theme of student opinion. Invariably, 
with the appearance of such an article we have received 
three types of comment. 

There have been those who have applauded us as 
fearless "fools" for having the intestinal fortitude to put 
into print what they have only thought and spoken of 
among themselves; there have been those who have 
dubbed our every attempt at crystallization of student 
opinion as an impudent and impulsive attempt at de- 
famation of the college administration. 

It is gratifying to know that there is a third group 
and that the true meaning of our journalistic attempts 
this year was not totally lost to all our readers as reveal- 
ed by the section of faculty and student personnel which 
received and understood our editorials in the light in 
which they were conceived — not as radical, malicious 
thrusts at any one or few persons on the campus, but as 
an effort in using the college paper to call attention to 
certain situations, the correction of which would, in our 
opinion, lead to a better and greater Northwestern State. 
It is an undeniable fact that the rate of post-war gain 
in enrollment at this college lags far behind that we might 
reasonably expect. We are prone to believe that this con- 
dition may be due to other facts than mere chance. We 
hope that we have been of service in pointing out possible 
reasons for such student reaction to the college. 

Because we are students we feel that we certainly 
possess a student viewpoint on matters pertaining to the 
college. Our desire to be a graduate of the best possible 
Northwestern State, as well as our sentimental regard for 
the Hill and its traditions have prompted us to offer certain 
suggestions throughout the length of our editorship which 
have often met with disapproval by the persons to whom 
these suggestions were made. 

In this, our last edition of the SAUCE for 1945-46 we 
are seeking to make clear our policy for the year. We have 
written several rather pointed editorials reflecting student 
opinion in an effort to do our infinitesimal part in the move 
toward a better Northwestern State. 

And now, CURRENT SAUCE bids its readers farewell 
until next year when Ken Dowty will assume his place 
behind the editor's desk in the college publication room.

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First Artists Series Program 
Of Summer Next Monday 

Noted Artist, Lecturer to 
Appear in Fine Arts at 8:30 



Neiv Instructors 
Added to Faculty 



Edmund Giesbert, celebrated ar- 
tist and lecturer, will present an 
illustrated lecture entitled . "Char- 
acter Studies" in Fine Arts Audi- 
torium at 8:30 p. m. on Monday, 
July 8. Mr. Giesbert's lecture will 
be the first Artists Series present- 
ation of the summer session. 

The visiting artist will make 
crayon sketches as he lectures and 
will demonsarate the development 
of various human types by super- 
imposed drawings. With a lecture 
embracing not only the theories 
of character sketching but also 
the basic techniques involved, Mr. 
Giesbert will sketch the growth 
of humans from infancy to old 
age and will present sketches of 
contrasting physical types. In ad- 
dition, the artist will demonstrate 
the effects upon appearance of 
even slight changes in fascial de- 
tail while he discusses the signifi- 
cance of such facial characteris- 
tics as big ears, long mouths, slop- 
ing eyelids, raised eyebrows, etc. 

An additional feature of the 
presentation will be Mr. Giesbert's 
presentation of art from the hu- 
man rather than the abstract 
point of view. The visiting artist 
will dwell upon the relation be- 
tween human character and the 
human figure. 

Mr. Giesbert won fame as both 
a teacher and an artist before be- 
coming interested in lecturing. He 
was awarded the Logan medal 
plus $500 for his painting "Uphill" 
in 1928. In 1937 he won the Mas- 
ter prize at the Academy ni Vien- 
na. Subsequently he became a 
member of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and of the Art 
Institute of Chicago. He still re- 
tains his position with both in- 
stitutions. 

The artist's early education was 
secured in the United States al- 
though he was born in Europe. 
He graduated from the Chicago 
Art Institute in 1918 and went to 
Vienna with a fellowship at the 
Academy of Pine Arts. After grad- 
uating from the Academy in 1927, 
Mr. Giesbert traveled extensively 
in Europe visiting most of the ma- 
jor art centers and museums. 

The Artist returned to the Unit- 
ed States in 1937 and immediately 
was invited to assume his posi- 
tions on the two Chicago art fac- 
ulties. Since that time, Mr. Gies-

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Housing Shortage 



Officers of Graduating Class 



The opening of the Fall semester holds grim prospects 
of a housing shortage for some twenty-five married vet- 
erans and their wives and children. The shortage, if it ma- 
terializes, will be the result of the conversion of the four 
frame NYA dormitories into quarters for single men when 
the next term opens. 

The story behind this change is one of muddled in- 
efficiency, not traceable to the school authorities. Govern- 
ment officials assured representatives of the college that 
they would .cause to have erected housing units similar to 
the ones now on College Avenue. The government promis- 
ed that the units, which would adequately house the mar- 
ried couples now in the NYA dorms, would be completed 
and ready for occupancy by September 10. On the basis of 
this promise the college accepted reservations from single 
men who are scheduled to move into the frame dorms when 
the entrance date rolls around. But the promise was not 
kept for various reasons. The Army had not released the 
units as surplus as it was thought they would do, reams of 
orders and requisitions in quadruplicate had to shuttle 
from Fort Worth to Washington to Baton Rouge. Mean- 
while the only noticeable structures erected on the site 
selected for the housing units are two surveyor's stakes. 

That is the way the matter now stands. The Chamber 
of Commerce is to begin a house-to-house canvass to-day 
in an attempt to find quarters for the married vets and 
their families until the government structures are erected. 
If they are unsuccessful, we do not know of any alternative 
that the college has in mind. 

Possible Solution 

We believe, however, that there is a solution to the 
problem. All of the families of vets who now occupy two 
or three rooms in the NYA dorms would be willing to move 
into one room during the critical period. This would leave 
two of the four dorms clear for occupancy by single stu- 
dents. The remaining single students who are at present 
scheduled to occupy the buildings, could, we believe, be 
much more easily placed in town than could the families. 

From our contacts and conversations with 
various townspeople, we are confident that many 
would be able to house a single man who would 
not be able to provide quarters for a married one 
and his family. 

We ,can understand the college viewpoint in trying to 
provide for as large an enrollment as possible, but it is 
inconceivable to us that families who have established resi- 
dences on the campus, who have gone to school one or more 
semesters, should be turned out on their ears to make room 
for new students. We can also understand and sympathize 
with the viewpoint of the families concerned who are living 
in daily fear of having no place to live next Fall. Certainly 
some solution can be worked out. In fact, some solution 
must be worked out, but fast.
